Mr. Crlttenton was on a tour visit- 


ing' the rescue homes throughout the 
country and arrived here ten days ago. 
He became 111 within a few day^ after 
his arrival. 


He was senior member of the firm 


of Charles N. Crlttenton & Co., whole- 
sale druggists. New York. 


Daughter Dies; Becomes Converted. 
Mr; Crlttenton hecame converted In 


1883. the day after the burial of his 
daughter, who died at the age of 6. 
He had become wealthy by hard work, 
having started with a capital of $60. 
and decided to spend a part of'his 
money and time In philanthropy. 


In" April, 1883. the Florence Crltten- 


ton home was established. The object 
of the new movement was the reclama- 
tion of unfortunate women. 
' 


Mr: Crltten'.on soon realized, how- 


ever, that his work would fall If he 
rested satisfied with the mere equip- 
ment of the places. Some one had to 
go'out Into the haunts of vice and re- 
claim the unfortunates. He did not 
delegate this work to others. He went, 
taking with him such few persons as 
he:could Interest' In the movement.

cost of living could be brought about" 


Advocates Stricter Economy. 


Mr. Hill did not wish to go into an 


amplification of his views or turnisli 
a panacea for the ill that he sees is 
threatening the 
country. . Generally 


speaking, however, he thought that 
economy—the cutting down of useless 
expenditure—Individual 
ahd 
govern- 


mental—would go further than any- 
thing, else toward aiding In improve- 
ment of conditions. 


Mr. HIH' Is serious In his views of 


the danger threatening the country in 
the constant Increase in the cost of 
living. He has studied history, and he 
finds, as he stated, that national de- 
cline begins when the cost of living 
becomes a burden to the masses, while' 
the Immensely rich are in no wise af- 
fected. 


Problem Demands Attention. 


Mr. Hill believes that the great 


minds of the country should turn their 
attention to this -question rather than 
to the many dealing with laws, unless 
these laws can add to the solution of 
the problem. The great statesmen of 
the country spend hours, days and 
months, as he sees it, trying to devisa 
IR.WB for better and more honest liv- 
ing, for reform, and yet neglect, th? 
one problem that directly tremendous- 
ly touches the millions Vnese welfare 
constitutes the very existence of the 
nation. 


As Mr. Hill sees it. there must b° 


deep and serious consideration and 
without unnecessary 
delay 
of 
thf 


•questions dealing with the cost of foo3 
and dress of the people of the coun- 
try. Prosperity is not the cure, he ad- 
mits, although it Is a help. "It Is bet-

AN ECCENTRIC CHARACTER 


Was John S. Soots, Whose Death Oc- 


curred in DeKalb County. 


Auburn, Ind., Nov. 17.—The funeral 


•of John S. Boots, for sixty years a 
resident of DeKalb county, a farmer 
who was -widely known In this sec- 
tion of the state, took place today from 
his farm home near this city. A man 
of prominence during his years-of ac- 
tivity and possessed of considerable 
property, he was an eccentric charac- 
ter, especially so during the last twen- 
ty years of his life.

Damage in Paragon Paper 


Mills at Eaton. 


Muncie, Ind.. Nov. 17.—The bursting 


of a steam chest at the plant of the 
Paragon paper mills at 
Eaton 
late 


yesterday afternoon resulted in 
the 


serious injury of o§e of the employes, 
Frank. Freetag. 22. whose home is in 
Tennessee, and damages to the plant 
to the amount of $2,800. 


The total force of the explosion was 


equal to the impact caused by a col- 
umn of steam of 700-horse power. A 
300-horse power engine was demol- 
ished and a hole two feet in diameter 
cut through a solid brick wall by the 
force of the steam alone. The interior 
of one room was practically torn out 
Heavy 
steam 
pipes joined at right 


angles were completely 
straightened 


out by the force of the steam. 


At the time of the explosion there 


were several employe: in the room, 
but a single man was injured. 
The 


engineer who worked at the 
engine 


which was demolished walked out at 
the time the steam cheat burst and 
escaped without a scratch. 


George McCIung. the 
manager of 


the mills, gave out the statement that 
the mill will shut down for :wo weeks 
for repairs. 


A Fort Wayne mechanic who was 


called last night to direct the repair 
work, gave it as his opinion that the 
accident was caused by overworking 
the 
engine.

engine was unable to withstand .the 
strain Imposed upon It.
